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INTRODUCTION. 

A  FAMILY  wliiili  lias  cntliiri'il,  if  wc 
may  l»oliL'VC  the  older  g.injiloj^isls, 
2,200  yt;ars,  will  have  for  many  a 
certain  lii.storifal,  anthroi>oloj,'ical 
ami  genealogical  intt'ri!.st.  and  wliich 
in  six  linos  at  least  is  n-prosonttiil 
by  but  two  persons,  Ann  (Jroom  and 
Charles  Ottley  Ciroom  Napier,  fail- 
ing whom  my  reseanlies  lead  me  to 
think  they  will  fail  altogether.  Tho 
lines  of  tho  old  kings  of  Saxony  ; 
of  the  kings  of  Franco  before 
Charlemagne  ;  of  the  old  kings  of 
Britain  prior  to  tho  Saxons  ;  of  the 
Saxon  kings  of  Ihitain  of  the  I'ict 
and  Scotch  kings  in  Scotland,  an- 
cestors of  these  two  persons,  have 
been  compiled  from  the  best  stiin- 
dard  authorities. 

My  principal  labours  have  been 
concentrated  on  more  recent  times 
with  tho  object  of  ascertaining  how 
far  tho  late.  Mr.  John  Kiddell,  Ail- 
vocate  of  i'^dinburgh,  was  riglit  wlmn 
he  said  in  a  letter  to  me,  "  The 
Naj)ieni  ofiMercliiaton,  Tobago.ropre- 
sent  not  only  the  old  Earls  of  Ijou- 
nox.bnt  the.  minor  I>arony  of  Lennox 
and  the  Napiers  of  Kdmahc^w,  ami 
a  nnich  grander  antl  more  illustrious 
ancestry,  namely,  the  Margraves  and 
Dukes  of  Mantua  and  Montferrat  in 
Italy,  and  the  Paleologi  or  last  Ym\- 
perors of  Constantinople;  tht;  Count 
and  Baron  tie  Lennox  of  Fr.mco- 
Italian  creations,  and  the  Baron  of 


Tobago,  created  lOGi,  j,,  the  West 
Lidies.  1  send  foi- yonrexainination 
about  GOO  cliaiters,  h'tt(;rs,  and  otiier 
docuuu'.nts  which  i)ro\'e  my  state- 
ment, and  which  will  be  useful  in 
the  task  you  have  undertaken,  tliat 
of  disprovi)ig  the  coiniter-claim."  I 
was  I  hen.  in  IbtJO,  eng.igetl  in  inves- 
tigating the  (.piestion  of  the  "  ii.irti- 
tion  of  the  Leiuiox,"  and  afttrr  about 
thiee  months'  study  of  the  jiapers, 
I  was  convinced  that  the  pipers  con- 
clusively proved  the  Napiers  of  Mt;r- 
chiston,  Tol)ago,  to  be  the  ohb.'sl  re- 
presentatives of  Duncan  I'^arl  of 
Lennox,  and  that  until  they  were 
extinct  no  claim  on  behalf  of  Lord 
Napier  i>t  Thirlestane,  or  of  the  other 
Ilaldanes,  Would  be  good.  The  case 
of  the  Na[)iers  of  Tobago  to  rei)re- 
sent  tlie  Earls  of  Lennox  is  this  :— 
Mungo  Haldane,  Escj.,  of  (ibmeagles, 
M.l'.  lor  Stirlingshire,  tho  admitted 
heir  at  the  time  of  tho  Lennox,  mar- 
ried privately  Maiy  Scot,  daughter 
of  Robert  Scot.  They  had  one  child, 
Mary  ilane  llaldane,  who  mairied 
the  Hev.  Archibald  Napier,  grand- 
father of  the  Honourable  Arclnbald 
Na[jier  of  Tobago.  Not  apjiroving 
of  the  marriagi!,  Mungo  Haldane  cut 
olT  his  oidy  chdd  from  the  family  in- 
heritance, although  Napier,  his  son- 
in-law,  was  at  that  time  the  heir 
male  of  that  most  tlistinguislied  race 
the  Napiers  of  ivdmahew.  although 
in  pr«'sent  ciicumstances  but  a  )toor 
though  most  wurtliy  and  talented 
li  J 
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niinistor  of  the  Scottish  Church.  Tlie 
coii(hictofiMiui<,'o  Ihilchuic  was  most 
colli  liKxaled  iiiid  ciucl  to  his  (laugh- 
ter, and  Iho  foitunes  of  tho  Hal 
dancs  l)('gaii  to  declino  from  that 
date,  'riio  documents,  which  fully 
prove  every  pt)iiil  iu  the  llaldanc- 
Kapier  connect  inn,  are  in  my  £>(ts- 
i^session — namely,  ihe  mariia^'o  .set- 
tlement of  Mun^Dllaldane  and  Mary 
Scot;  certiHratt!  of  her  baptism,  her 
marriage  <;eriilicate,  lur  marriage 
ring,  inscribe<l  with  name  and  date 
of  maniage  ;  IU  letters  df  iMungo 
Ilaldane  lo  her  aftei-  their  marriage, 
iu  which  he  calls  her  his  wife;  the 
cerlilicate  of  baptism  of  tluij-  child, 
Mary  Jane  Ilaldane,  ami  of  her 
marriage  to  tlie  Jvcv,  Archibald 
xsaj)ier;  and  the  com[»lete  papers, 
which  prove  the  })irth  and  baptism 
of  Archibald  Napier,  the  sou,  also 
a  minister  of  the  Scottish  Church, 
wlio  nuirried  Ludy  Kaiusay,  Uaro- 
ness  Lennox  (tlie  head  of  the  minor 
barony  before  alluded  to),  Duchess 
of  Mantua  and  Moutierrat,  the  la  ir 
of  the  line  of  the  last  Kmjjerors  of 
Constantino])l6,  the  Countess  an<l 
Baroness  de  Lennox,  and  de  Tabago 
of  foreign  creation,  but  who  from 
political  cau.ses  did  not  after  her 
marriage  with  Mr.  Najjier  use  her 
titles.  I  possess  all  the  charters 
meniioned  in  the  pedigiee  of  the 
Barons  de  Lennox  ;  the  certiiicatc 
of  the  nuirriago  of  Ferdinand  (ion- 
zaga,  the  Duke  of  Mantua,  to 
Camilla*  ("  Jleticina  "),  whom  he 
cruelly  divorced  ;  the  certifi(uite  of 
the  baptism  of  her  daughter,  Camilla 
Gonzaga,  which  fully  desciibes  her 
parentage;  the  contract  of  marriage 
of  Camilla  with  the  young  Count 
Caiutsso,  a  cadet  of  the  noble  hc>use 
of  that  name,  which  sets  Ibrth  her 
claiin  to    be    the    daughter   of   the 


Duke  of  Mantua,  the  heiress  of  the 

llou.ct;  against  her  usurpingrelatives. 
The  Duko  was  most  harsh  and  m;- 
glectful  of  his  daughter,  shutting  her 
u[)  in  a  convent  during  her  iidancy, 
from  which  she  was  delivereil  l»y  a 
kind  i)riest.  I  likewise  j>o.s.sess  the 
patents  of  creation  to  the  foreign 
('ountaml  Baron  de  Lennox  and  de 
Tabago,  and  know  where  the  coro- 
nets are,  in.scribed  with  the  nanu'  of 
Chiistian  de  l^ennox  Dalrymide,  tin? 
last  lady  who  boit^  the  title,  after- 
wards Lady  lianisay,  the  wife  of  Sir 
A.  Kamsay,  Baroiuit,  who,  h'uving 
her  a  widovv  without  issue,  .slu;  mar- 
ried the  Kev.  Archibald  Napier, 
niinister  of  Fettercairn,  Abeideeu- 
shire. 

1  nuiy  add  tliat  the  pedigrees  are 
as  correct  and  perfect  as  1  can  make 
them,  with  the  aid  of  eminent  Lng- 
lishand  French  counsel— notably  the 
late  M.  Beirycr,  senr.,  who  employed 
mo  to  trace  the  representatives  of 
the  Duke  of  Mantua  and  Baron  de 
Tubagof  in  Scothiml,  with  a  view  to 
ascertain  whether  the  Napiers  of 
Merthiston,  Tobago,  were  extinct,  as 
their  claim  was  jueferable  to  that  of 
a  French  claimant  to  the  titles  who 
is  now  dead,  the  last  of  his  family. 

My  verdict,  which  1  Avill  give  in 
a  morc!  fornuil  way,  is  the  same  as 
that  of  ^1.  Berryer  and  Mr.  Fleming, 
that  Ann  (Jroom  is  entitled  to  call 
herself  Duchess  of  Mantua  and  Mont- 
ferrat,  ami  to  be  heiicss  to  the  I'aleo- 
logi  ;  to  be  heir-general  of  Duncan 
lOarl  of  Lennox  and  of  the  minor 
Barons  of  Lennox,  an<l  of  the  Na- 
piers, Baions  of  Kilmahew,  as  well 
as  the  foreign  titles  of  Count  de 
Lennox  and  Haion  de  Lennox,  and 
Baron  de  Tobago.  It  appears  that 
the  late  Mr.  Najtier,  father  of  Ann 
(iroom,  proved  conclusively  his  title

'I'lic  islaiul  of  Toli;i>^o,  or  Tahai^it, 
vasdiscovcn'dliytjnhinihus.  Cliailcs 
I.  in  1(J"J8  luatle  a  u'lMiil  of  it  to  Wil- 
liam, Karl  of  I'eiuliictUi',  who  iicvcm- 
entered  into  jjosscssiun.  In  l();i2 
l)uti;h  merchants  irom  Fhishing 
settled  a  hundred  families  on  the 
island,  and  gave  it  the  name  of 
New  Walclieron.  They  ]iros|>ere.d 
until  extirpated  by  maraiulini;  Clia- 
raihs  in  alliance  with  the  Spaniards 
of  Triiii(iad.  In  Kiol  Adrian  ami 
(^oriKilius  Lainpsin  settled  a  colony 
at  Koodklyp,  or  Ivockly  Buy,  To- 
bago. liOuis  XIV.,  Kiiii^  of  France, 
granted  the  island  to  ( 'onielius 
Lanipsiii  by  the  following  patt;nt, 
'I'liinslation  :— 

"  Lonis,  by  the  grace  of  (Jod, 
King  of  France,  and  Navarre  to  all 
whom  these  presents  shall  come 
greeting  : — As  there  is  nothing  ex- 
cites men  more  to  the  pctrformance  of 
great  actions  than  the  marks  of 
honour  which  they  may  tliereby  ac- 
ijuin!  to  themselves  and  their  des- 
cendants, we  always  have,  after  the 
example  of  our  royal  ]iiedecessors, 
thought  that  persons  of  noble  minds 
cannot  be  more  suital>ly  rewarded 
than  by  raising  tlieni  to  some  hon- 
our and  dignity  which  they  can 
transmit  to  their  posterity,  and  cause 
them  a  ])ro]ier  emulation  ;  and  for 
the  oncouragement  of  others  to  imi- 
tate the  services  which  our  dear  and 
well-beloved  Cornelius  Lampsin,  sen- 
ior burgomaster  and  sjuiator  of  the 
town  of  Flushing,  the  ]ier|)etual 
•  leputy  of  the  Prc>vince  of  Zealand, 
in  the  assembly  of  our  friends,  allies 
and  confederates,  the  States  (Jeneial 
of  the  United  Provincos  of  the 
Netherlands,  hath  done  us,  and  it 
being  our  ])leasure  to  erect  the  Is- 
land of  Taliago  one  of  the  Antilles 
in  the  \\'ost  Indies  dependent  on 
our  Allies  and  Confederates,  the 
States  Cleneral  aforesaid,  into  a  Har- 


ony  agreeably  to  the  petition  he  hatli 
piesented  to  us.  We  for  these 
cau^es  ami  other  considerations 
thereunto  moving  us  of  our  own 
pioper  will,  certain  knowledge,  lull 
power,  and  royal  authority,  create 
and  erect,  and  by  these  )»resents 
signed  by  our  hand,  do  create  and 
erect,  the  said  Island  of  Tabago 
with  all  its  aji[»urtenances  and  de- 
jiendencies  into  the  dignity,  title, 
name,  and  pic-eminency  of  a  Barony, 
to  be  engaged  and  used  fully,  peace- 
ably, and  perpetually  by  the  sai<l 
Cornelius  Lampsin,  his  heirs  and 
successors,  male  or  female  ;  and  wo 
will  that  he  be  r«;puted,  thought, 
and  styled  Baron  ot  'I'abago,  and 
that  he  may  c  dl  and  name  himself 
such  upon  all  occasions,  and  claim 
\viiatever  authority,  ]ireiogative,  pri- 
vilege, and  jire-eminence,  civil  and 
military,  as  our  other  liaruiis  are  ac- 
customed to  enjoy  ;  and  moreover, 
that  he  shall,  and  may,  tal^e  and 
wear  arms  ornamented  with  thuir  de 
lis  and  a  crown  of  pearls  according: 
to  the  annexed  exem|)lication,  and 
as  a  further  r(;compensu  we  have  a<1- 
mitted  him  into  the  military  order 
and  given  him  the  honour  of  knight- 
hood; and  we  hereby  order  all  ourlov- 
ingaiid  litrgecouncillors, them'  ndiers 
of  our  Com  ts  of  Parliament,  (.'ham- 
bers  of  Account,  Courts  of  Aids, 
bailiffs,  seneschals,  or  their  lieute- 
nants, and  all  our  other  justrces  and 
ofiicers  whom  it  may  concern,  to  re- 
gistcT  these,  our  present  letters  of 
creation  anddiiection  of  the  Barony 
aforesiid  to  the  said  Cornelius 
Lanijtsin,  his  descendants,  whether 
male  or  female,  and  successors,  may 
enjoy  the  sanu^  firlly,  ]ieaci';il»ly,  ami 
.  jn-ipetually,  ceasing,  ami  cairsiiig  to 
cease,  all  trouldesaiid  himliances  to 
tlu;  contrary,  for  such  is  ourwill  and 
pleasure,  notwithstarrding  any  oppo- 
sition or  appeal  whatsoever.  ^^  e 
order,  moreover,  that  all  our  lieiite- 
uaiits,  generals,  goveinois  of  our 
]iio\inces,  marshals  of  oru"  c.iinps 
and  armies,  captains,  chiefs,  and  cnu- 
iluclors  of   our  .soldi«'ih,  to   obt>erv«- 
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tilt?  sjime.  We  also  bog  and  nujuiro 
of"  all  kings,  piiiiccs,  jxitoiitatu.s.  and 
republics,  our  gooil  friends,  allies, 
aii'i  cunfi'dcnatcs,  that  they  would 
cause  the  «aid  Coniclius  Lanipsin  to 
enjoy  tally  and  jx-accably  the  right 
of  knighthood,  and  the  honours, 
authorities,  ])rivileges,  j)rcrogatives, 
vliich  belong  to  hiin,  therein  speci- 
fied ;  and  that  they  remain  for  ever 
firm  and  in  turee,  we  have  caused 
our  seal  to  be  allixuil  to  those  pre- 
sents.

Tim  Dutch  West  India  Company 
having  made  Lanijjsin  a  conce-vvion 
of  the  island,  lie,  with  the  conc.nr- 
ronoe  of  the  States  Hencical,  appoiiit- 
ed  Herbert  de  Heveron  (idvernor  of 
'I'oliago,  and  establishing  the  coluny 
more  fully,  exjmrteil  Irom  thonco 
laige  quantities  of  tobacco,  indigo, 
pimento,  ginger,  cotton,  some  sugar, 
and  other  articles  peculiar  to  the 
tropics.  The  forts  of  Deveren,  Bel- 
vista,  Lanipsinburg,  and  Fort  James 
were  built  and  fortified — the  colony 
comprising  1,00U  white  n)en.  Being, 
however,  at  war  with  England,  this 
Dutcli  colony  was  open  to  attack, 
which  was  done  by  Sir  Tobias 
Bridges,  (Jovernor  of  liarbadoes, 
who,  by  a  sudden  excursion,  carried 
off  niany  negroes.  In  J  075,  a  sepa- 
rate peace  being  nuide  between  Kn^- 
land  and  Holhmd,  the  French  Ad- 
miral Count  d'Kstn'es  attacke«l  the 
l)utt;h  Admiial  Bink's  s(|uadron, 
lying  at  anchor.  After  a  desperate 
engagement,  in  which  were  destroy- 
ed most  of  his  shij)s,  he  returned  to 
Franco,  and  being  reinforced  he 
hmdod  in  Tobago,  and  invested  Foit 
Lanipsinburg,  which  was  tlestroyed, 
with  Admiral  liink's  and  most  of  the 
garrison  by  the  explosion  of  a  pow- 
der magazine  during  his  bondnird- 
ment.  This  led  to  the  ruin  of  the 
liopi's  of  the  Lampsin's  colony,  and 
to  the  evacuation  of  the  island  on 
tlie  _'7th  of  Doctmbcr   1077.     Cor- 


nelius Lampsin  married  Francosca, 
Baroness  de  Lennox  in  Scotland, 
Countess  and  Uaroness  de  Lennox 
in  Franco,  the  widow,  without  issue, 
of  Count  d'A(juilar.  She  l)y  Corne- 
lius Lampsin  had  ojie  daughter, 
Adola,  who  succeeded  to  the  titles  of 
(yonntess  and  Baroness  do  Lennox 
and  Baroness  de  'J'abago. 

l-!y  her  tirst  husband,  Walter  Chis- 
holni,  she  had  no  issue.  She  mar- 
ried, secondly,  her  cousin,  Adrian 
Lamp.sin,  nephew  of  Cornelius,afore- 
said,  anil  had  issue,  James,  who 
died  unmarried,  and  Margaret,  who 
nuirne(lCai)tain  Ed  ward  Stilling,  and 
had  issue  an  ancestor  of  the  Napiers 
of  Tobago.      (Pages  17,  18,  25). 

'J'he  island  was  for  sonu;  years 
almost  uninhabited.  \n  17(53,  the 
English  acfjuired  T(djago  l)y  treaty, 
Imt  it  would  be  unjust  to  suppose 
that  the  lightsof  the  Lanipsins  wero 
thereby  extingui.shed.  Li  1705,  the 
British  Covernment  landed  Com- 
mi.s.sioners  in  Tobago,  namely.  Sir 
William  Young,  Bart.,  John  Hunt, 
&c.  They  forthwith  began  to  sell 
the  land  to  the  highest  bidders  ; 
their  sales  began  iMay  2()th,  1765, 
and  ended  May  15th,  1771.  The 
total  produce  was  i:  154,058  1U.«;., 
which,  Mr.  Bcrryer  considers, should 
be  now  claimed  by  the  heirs  of  the 
Barony  of  'Jobago,  together  with 
the  interest  at  5  per  cent,  since  the 
date  of  sale,  which  would  make  a 
total  of  above  i:i)Ol), 000,  which  i.s,  in 
justice,  due,  and  which  shoidd  be 
claimed  by  the  Duchess  of  Mantua. 
The  pjipers  of  the  late  Duke  (Hon. 
Archibald  Napier),  her  father,  show 
evidence  of  some  ellort  on  liis  part 
to  obtain  the  money.  In  a  letter 
which  lu^  wrote  to  his  legal  advisei', 
he  said  he  was  not  without  hope  of 
getting  some  componsati<jn.

In  1874  the  planters  of  Tobago, 
in  consequence  of  the  depiessed 
state  of  the  West  Indies,  ielt  the 
necessity  for  doing  something  to 
ameliorate  theirdepresseil  condition. 
On  hearing  that  Mr.  C.  0.  (J room 
Majiier  had  a  scheme  for  woiking 
the  estates  on  a  new  jjrinciple,  that 
of  the  Usine  of  AJartiiii<pie,  wished 
to  combine  with  him  in  his  i)roject 
of  sale  of  his  lands  to  a  company  to 
b(!  formed  for  that  purpo'ic..  Ac- 
cordingly, negotiations  were  entered 
into  for  that  puipose  with  an  emi- 
nent financial  house,  and  a  diaft 
agieement  was  made  for  the  sur- 
render of  the  Najtier's  interest  in 
Tobago,  including  claims  of  j'very 
kind  for  a  veiy  large  sum  of  money,

sold  by  the  British  Crown  in  To- 
bago. A  succession  of  great  com- 
mercial disasiers  ,  wldch  shook  the 
foundation  of  commerce,  ])revented 
tlie  realization  of  tliis  sdienie,  which 
met  with  the  approval  of  her  Ma- 


jesty's OovcMiiment,  who  proposed  to 
bring  it  out  through  the  Crown 
agents  of  the  colonics,  and  was 
viewed  by  the  W<!st  Imlians  as  a 
pio])ablc  means  of  great  relief  from 
the  ditiicnities  of  their  competition 
withtheliownty-paid  sugaiof  Kuiope. 
Mr.  Ci-oom  Napier  is  the  author  of 
about  seventy  literary  and  scii-ntific 
Works,  as  is  also  his  mother.  The 
Napier  estates  in  Tobago,  according 
to  a  report,  need  only  an  e.xpendi-

]n  the  reign  of  Harold,  King  of 
England,  Malcolm,  grandson  of 
Etliel,  landed  with  tlie  anuy  of 
Eric,  King  of  Norway,  and  on  the 
defeat  of  the  latter,  wandered  with 
two  or  three  followers  into  the 
highlands  of  Yorkshire,  where  he 
subsisted  for  some  years  by  hunt- 
ing and  tishiug. 

On  the  Norman  conquest,  becoming 
notorious  as  a  leader  of  turbulent 
Saxons,  bis  head  was  out  off.

The  King  by 
a  charier  dated  11 90  granted  him 
the  barony  of  Levenax,  a  small 
territory,  to  be  held  ander  Alw  yn, 
First  Earl  of  Lennox.

No  souiior  was  he  out  of 
the  cfiimtry  than  L  )itl  Doiiit'lty  in 
a  most  iiTt'guhir  iiiaiiucr  gut  hiiiis.lf 
servoil  ht'ir  to  Diiiicaii,  Marl  of  Len- 
nox, in  the  ])rinoi|ial  messuage  of  the 
Kaililoni ;  tlicoriginalivtour  is  hlank 
in  the  name  of  the  daughter  through 
whom  Lord  Derneley  claiuied.  He 
now  assumed  thii  title  uf  Karl  of  Len- 
nox. SiiJohn  lluldane,  when  ho  re- 
turned from  Dt'iMiiark,  ohtaimd  a 
"  writ  of  error  "  under  the  great  seal, 
revokingthoservieeuf  Lonl  Derneley 
1475.  Ijy  a  paper  aniu;\ed,  it  was 
said  Agnes  Menteth  was  descended 
from  the  second,  and  Lord  J)erneli'y 
from  the  youngest  (third)  daughter 
of  JJuncan,  Karl  of  Lennox.  It  was 
so  clear  and  notorious  that  there, 
was  no  occasion  to  hring  any  jjroof 
th'-reof.  Lord  Derneluy  was  luiw 
ohliged  to  drop  the  title  of  Karl  of 
Lenno.K.  In  1177  Agnes  Menieth 
obtained  brieves  from  the  Chancery 
for  serving  lu;r  heir  sujicr  (^rris 
aiinius  reihliiiOtiH  d  njlirio  comUnlns 
de  Lcvenax,  but  ht;r  death  previMiteil 
the  service  being  lully  completed, 
and  the  right  devolved  on  her 
eldest  Son,  Sir  James  Haldane, 
who  was  served  heir  of  Duncan, 
?^irl  of  Lennox,  by  two  special  re- 
tours,  dated  -1st  and  'J4th  May, 
14'JU.  He  was  immediately  infc- 
oflcd  in  the  fourth  part  of  the  Karl- 
dom  which  belonged  to  him  in  [)io- 
perty,  and  that  he  miu'ht  y/^tt  seem 
to  reliuipiish  the  other  rights  be- 
long"ng  l(j  him,  ho  eulorcd  a  i'ormal 
protest  that  his  not  then  claiming 
and  insisting  on  Ids  right  to  tlie 
Buperiority  of  the  whole  Karhloni, 
should  bo  no  prejudice  to  him  in 
any  future  time  of  his  right  to  the 
Baid  superiority,  or  of  his  being  held 
principal  of  the  said  Karldom,  as  it  was 
known  that  he  was  descended  from 
the  elder  bister  (or  second  bi.ster). 


Lord  Derneley  a;;ain  in  1188 
assumed  the  title,  of  I'^ari  of  L<!U- 
nox,  and  sat  as  such  in  the  Parli.i- 
mi'iit  in  October  of  that  year.  A 
suliMiisbiou  wa.s' entero*!  into,  and 
arbiters  agreed  in  Septeud>er,  141)1, 
that  Sir  Joiin  and  Sir  James  Hal- 
dane. sliould  give  up  to  liOnl  Derne- 
ley thi'ir  (piarter  of  the  pioperly  of 
tiio  Larhlom  of  Lennox,  exce.ptiug 
pai'ticidar  land  named  thereni,  and 
that  Lord  Derneley  should  resign  to 
Sir  James  all  tlu!  right  of  superioiity 
and  tenendry  of  the  said  Karldom. 
In  14'J3  an  imienture  was  executed 
between  the  parties  by  which  a  di- 
vision (tf  thi;  estate  wa.s  nuide,  and 
Certain  lands  allolte  I  to  each  to  be 
held  directly  of  the  King,  and  after 
enumerating  the  i)articular  lands 
assigm^d  to  Sir  James  Haldane  as 
his  fourth  share  of  the  i)ropeity  of 
the  Larldom,  it  further  conveys  to 
him  lands  of  con.siderablo  extent  as 
a  recompen.se  to  him  for  the  right 
which  he  had,  or  might  have,  to  the 
property  oi'  sui)erioiity  of  the  j)art 
of  the  lands  of  the  l''arldom  which 
W(*re  allotttid  to  Ltjrd  D(.'rncley. 
From  these  premises  the  conclusion 
is  drawn  that  the  right  to  the  title 
cf  Lennox  is  vested  in  the  Ilaldanes 
of  (jleueagles,  descendiid  from  the 
second  daughter  of  Duncan,  Karl 
of  Lennox,  while  the  Stuarts  of 
Derneley  were  descended  from  the 
third  daughter.-  -7>'(/U'//«b'5  Peerage, 
by  Wood,  vol.  ii.,  p.  f<i\-7. 

The  Lennoxes  of  Woodhead,  the 
Lennoxes  of  Callie,  I'lumpton,  LJarns- 
hoyle,  &c..  are  descended  from 
Donald,  son  of  Duncan,  Karl  of 
Lennox,  who  made  no  claim  to  the 
Karldom  ;  he  is  sup[)0sed  to  have 
been  a  bastard. 

Aleiinuhr  Lennax's  Claim. 
At  the  general  election  of  re]ire- 
sentative  I'eors  of  Scotland,  AprM 
'26th,  17G8,  Alexander  Lennox, 
Lieutenant  in  the  Surrey  Miliiia, 
appeared  and  entered  a  claim  to  the 
Karhlom  of  Lennox,  as  ch  s  tMided 
r  "111  a  brother  of  Duman,  L.iri  v>f 
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Ia'Uiiox.  ilio  cKiUs  ilirliiK-il  to  rc- 
Cfive  his  claim,  or  allow  liis  name  to 
l)i;  onti'ied  on  the  roll,  until  it  shonld 
bo  proviMl  iu  coiir.so  ot"  law.  llo 
jictitioncil  tho  llouso  of  Jinrds, 
Maioh,  17G9,  in  tho.  same  manner, 
and  ai^ain  in  1771,  Imt  no  dftermin- 
ation  on  this  or  other  claims  a[i[iear:i 
to  have  been  made.  The  seats  of 
tho  ancient  Eails  of  Lennox  wero 
Dumbarton  Clastle.  given  up  to  King 
Alccander  II.,  ili.S8,  Inehnuuin, 
Loch  Lomond,  Eehich  on  the  Leven, 
Catter  on  the  water  Lnrick,  all  in 
the  County  of  Dumbarton. 

Camden,  quoting  I'tolomy,  p.  24 
("Britannia"),  "Along  the  other 
bank  of  Cluid,  above  (llasgow,  run- 
neth forth  Levinia  or  Lennox,  north- 
ward among  a  nundie.r  of  hills,  close 
couched  one  by  ajiother,  having  tho 
name  of  the  river  Ijcvin,  which 
Ptolouieo  ealleth  Lelanonivs,  and 
runneth  into  (!luid  out  of  Logh 
Lomond,  whidi  s}>readeth  itself  iiere 
under  the  mountains  twenty  miles 
long,  and  eight  miles  broail,  ])assing

William  Naper,  his  son  and  heir, 
who  had  a  chaiter  from  King  David

of  KilmaheW,   where   the  chaptl  is 
situated,  near  Dumbarton,  forfeited 
by   Dornagill  Monti I'cxo.     He    was 
probably  the  same  William  de  Najx-r 
Mdio    had    a    charter,    dated    1370, 
from  King  Kobert  II. ,  of  lands  in 
Haddington  ;    and    again    ia    1390 
from   King    Robert    HI.

He  was  succeeded  by 
Patrick  Naper,  of  Kilmahow.  as  ap- 
pears from  the  ratilication  ot  tlio 
disi>OMtioun  of  the  rcifusious  of  Lsme 
Stuart,  Duke  of  Lennox,  "  erll 
Darnlio,  Lord  Dalkeithe,  "  dated 
15f>l.  He  waa  succeeded  by  Peter 
Naper,  of  Kilmahew,  slain  16UJ  by 
the  Macgregors  at  the  conllict  CJlen 
fruine,  somefimei  called  the  held  of 
Lennox  (I'itcaim's  Criminal  Trial-, 


Vol.  ii.  p.  433,  Maitlaiid  Club  o  li- 
tion). 

I'eter  Nuj)er,  or  Na[)ier,  "  'lied 
seized  of  the  Ten  piind  of  aiild  o.X- 
teiit  at  Kilmahew,  also  of  all  and 
hail  the  twa  bonnylis  Naper  and 
iMilltown,  extending  toanoten  nierk 
laiitl,  as  appears  by  prece|)t  of  claro 
constat,"  dated  March  2GlIi,  l(iU3, 
granted  by  Ludovic,  Duke  of  Len- 
nox, in  favour  of  tlio  son  of  Peter.

Johune  Naper,  son  and  heir,

'J'lio  siibseipient  aceoiiiit  is 
from  writs  ill  the  Kilmahew  Charter 
Chest.  'I'liis  Johiine  Naiter,  of  Kil- 
m.dnnv,  was  om;  of  the  juries  in 
L'ebruary  and  March,  lOUl,  who 
convicted  Hdiie  of  the  dm  ^lac- 
gregor  for  tliiir  share  in  the  slaugh- 
ter of  the  Co|i|uhouns  at  iho  battle 
of  CJIeiifruine.  Hu  married  Lady  Su- 
sannah Cunningham,  fourth  daughter 
of  William,  six  Larl  of  Clencairn, 
who  succeeded  his  tatlu.-r  in  1.074, 
and  was  called  by  the  Covenanters 
the  good  Kali,  (l)oilglas's  I'eeiage, 
Vol.  ii.  page.

Pobert  Naiiier  of  Kilmahew,  son 
and  successcr,  had  a  charter  dated 
-Otli  April  102o,  from  his  father 
to  liim.self  and  his  projtosed 
spouse,  Catherine  Haldane,  of  the 
tliiril  and  half  iin-rk  land,  and  of 
Mylnetouno  of  Napeistone,  also  the 
half  of  Maperstoun  called  Lalhilis. 
Patrick  Naper,  styled  "my  brother," 
James  Haldane  in  Souehanes,  and 
Alexander  liarclay,  "notareinStrivi- 
ling,"  are  witnes.ses.  He  was  served 
heir  general  to  his  father  1G14.  la 
)G13  ho  was  one  of  the  Commi.ssion- 
crs  for  the  Slierilfdom  of  DuiHl)arton 
for  raising  a  loan  to  tne  King.  In 
IC44  he  waa  on  the  Committee  ol 
War  for  the  county  ,  he  had  John, 
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who  aucCc'filcd  J.tiiKS,  w  hu  dicil  im 
marriotl,    ami    Ann,     wlio     mat ri' il 
.iuliii  ^laxAVtll  of  niatkhton.

Of 
this   marriage    were    (Jeorgf,    who 
succeeded  in  Kilmahew,  and  John, 
whoso     granddaughter      sneceeded 
George    J^laxwell,    ulias   Napier   of 
Kilmahew,  wasMayl  7  th,  Itj'Jl, served 
heir  of  entail  to  his  graiulfather  e.x- 
pnite  matris.       ]ieing     young,    his 
alfuirs  were  badly  managed  hy  his 
guardians,  ami  seekingto  get  redress 
from  the  Court  of  Session,  much  of 
his  property  was  afterwards  dissi- 
pated (see    the   Foinitain  Hall  deci- 
BJons).     Poter  Naper,   merchant  of 
Gla.sgow,    iiis  creilitor  for  .£'34,000 
fecots,  ])ut  him  in  prison.    He  in  con- 
sequence agreed  to  dispose  of  certain 
lamls  to  ])ay   his    debts,    but    vi^s 
greatly  (hcvited  in  this  arrangoniont. 
In  1703  he  claimed  to  sit  as  baron 
for  Keufrcwshire,  but  was  rejected, 
Ids  grandmother  hi  ingin  po.ssossion 
of  the  lands  he  claimed  for.  lie  mar- 
ried Ann  Dewar,  but  had   no  issue. 
Mrs.  Jean  Smith,  alias  Pjrydie,  a/ius 
Napier,  in    1767   claimed  to  be  the 
daughter  and  only  child  of  Uobert 
Smith,   portiouor  of  Invoresk,  and 


Fli/.al>e,th    Maxwell,    his  wife,    wlio 
u.is  the  oidy  child  of  Pairuk   Max 
well  of  Newark  and  the  .said  Marga 
rel  Napier,  eldest  daiighlei-  of  Ji>hn 
Napii-r,  alius  Maxwtllof  Kdmahew, 
who  was  the  oldc-^t   son   of  Patrick 
Maxwell  and  Margaret  Najfier,  who 
dieil  without  is.>ue.      This  .\lrs.  Jean 
Smith  was  married  to  David  Prydie, 
factor  for  Lord  PlaiityiD ;  and  on  &uc 
Cession  to  Kilmahew,  which  hail  been 
lessened   in  value  by  litigation  from 
a  vast  estate  to  two  or  three  farms 
and    a   ruined    tower,    the    incomo 
being  only  .L*72ayear,  she  assumed 
the  name  of  Napier.       She  had  two 
sons,  William  and    Alexander,  who 
both  succeeded.      During  their  occu- 
j)ation  the  laud  was  still  further  de 
creased    by    sale.     William    Napier 
Bryilie,    or   Nai)ier    of    Kilmahew, 
ne]ihew,  heir  and  successor,  was  set- 
tled in  liiclimoml,  Virginia,  and  camo 
to  Scotland  and  ttnteretl  into  posses- 
sion of  Kilmahew  in  1818.    Put  the 
farms  were  almost  exhausted,  anil 
scarcely    gave    a    few    lean    cattle 
subsistence,  in  strict   harmony  with 
the  geneial   impciverishmeiit  of  the 
place,   lie  proposed,  with  the  object 
of  restoring   his  fortunes,   to  marry 
the  beautiful  daughter  of  a  wealt'iy 
mauufactiuer    of    Dumbartonshire 
The  young  lady,  captivated  by  hi^ 
handsome  face  aiul  |)leasing  person, 
accepted   iiiin,  but  her  father  would 
not  consent  to  the  marriage,  as  he 
wasunable  to  maintain  tlieyoung lady 
in  the  rank  which  belonged  to  her. 

Accordingly  poor  William  Napier, 
the  last  ot  his  branch  of  the  family, 
finding  that  the  entail  had  not  been 
registered,  was  entitled  to  sell  the 
estate,  which  he  did  to  a  wealthy 
agricidiurist,  who  made  Kilmahijw 
rise  to  1'150  in  1820,  and  to  jL'loO 
in  1818,  in  annual  rental.  The 
father  of  the  young  lady  who  reject- 
ed hiu),  a  haughty  jjarvenu, died  sud- 
denly as  if  to  point  a  moral  of  th« 
vanity  of  suobbism,  and  his  child- 
ren soon  lost  in  litigation  among 
each  other  all  the  old  man's  possos 
sions.

It  is  traditionally  tohl  that  one  of 
the  ancient  Karls  of  liOnnox,  who 
had  three  sons,  sent  the  second, 
i>onald,  to  tight  for  the  King  of 
Scots,  whili!  he  kejit  the  eldest  at 
home.  Donald  iierfonned  such 
Wonders  that  at  u  critical  moment, 
being  well  sui)portod,  In;  turned  tiie 
fortune  of  the  day,  and  the  king, 
after  the  battle,  in  conumndation, 
oljserved,  "  you  have  all  done  vali- 
antly, but  there  is  one  amongst  you 
who  hath  '  na-jtier,'"  which  name 
lie  awarded  to  Donald  as  an 
augmentation  of  honour.
